This well margined handsome $5 May 10, 1775 note stands alone 
at the top of the PMG population report with only a single 63 
below it. High end Continentals have been in a rapidly rising 
market for the past 18 months and we would not be surprised to 
see this note reach or exceed... (1,500-up)

A very high end AU of the $7 note from the very first 
Continental issue. It is unusually well margined on both sides 
with a sharp vignette and good eye appeal. (700-up) 

Starting Bid: $413 
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15003 Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $30 PCGS Choice New 


63PPQ. 

This is the only Continental denomination with a dou- 
ble vignette rather than the nature print on the back. The 
twin vignettes on the back of the Thirty Dollar denomination 
were utilized on 5 different issues: May 10, 1775, July 22, 1776, 
November 2, 1776, February 26, 1777 and May 20, 1777. The 
$30 notes in the final issues utilized nature prints on the backs. 
The double vignettes are the same two vignettes that appear 
face and back on the Twenty Dollar May 10, 1775 marbled edge 
note. Both were designed by Benjamin Franklin, and Franklin's 
original sketch for the VI CONCITATE vignette appears on page 
78 of the Fifth Edition Newman. The most recent comp that we 
know of for this note was an identically graded PCGS 63PPQ 
that realized $1,380 in June of 2012. (1,500-up)

New 58. 

The $30 note is the highest denomination from the first 
Continental issue. This appealing, boldly printed note has 
strong detail on both sides. A wreath on a tomb is pictured in 
the emblem on the face with the motto SJ RECTE FACIES (If 
you act righteously you will be honored after death). The mottos 
with the emblems on the back are VI CONCITATE (Driven by 
force) and CESSANTE VENTO CONQUIESCEMUS (When the 
storm dies down we will rest). This piece is wonderfully signed 
and unusually well margined. The note has the full appearance 
of a Choice New and viewed through the holder, the reason for 
the assigned AU grade cannot be seen. An always in demand 
denomination, we have sold 2 AU’s in the past three years, one 
in 2010 which realized $920 and a lower quality example in 2011 
that realized $690. (800-up) 

Starting Bid: $475 
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Continental Currency November 29, 1775 $5 PCGS About 
New 53PPQ. 

Quite well margined and boldly signed. There is a single light 
horizontal fold visible toward the top of the face near the serial 
number. That seems to be all that separates this note from a 
$1,500 Choice New. There is lots of value here, if this note real- 
izes the typical price for a handsome AU. (650-up)

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Continental Currency November 29, 1775 $8 PCGS Choice 
New 63. 

Incredibly well margined on both sides with strong signatures 
and sharp print quality. The face margins are what one usually 
sees when a note has been hand cut from a part sheet with mar- 
gins uppermost in mind. PMG has graded a total of 4 at this 63 
level with none better. PCGS has not yet released a Continental 
census. We have sold only one piece at this grade level and that 
was a PCGS 63PPQ that realized $862 in 2010 in a much quieter 
market for Continentals. (1,250-up)

Continental Currency November 29, 1775 $8 PMG Choice 
About Uncirculated 58. 

We have sold several of these in the past year at or just under this 
grade, most of which fell just shy of $500. (550-up) 

Starting Bid: $325 
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Continental Currency February 17, 1776 $1/6 PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 63 EPQ. 

Identical in grade to the PCGS 63PPQ which we sold at our 2012 
FUN auction for $4,025. A very nice example of this always- 
popular Fractional Continental type. Because of its connection 
with the Fugio Cent and the design elements that were sug- 
gested by Benjamin Franklin, this design type, although not 
rare, has remained one of the most treasured and highly collect- 
ible Continental issues. The 13 linked rings and the “WE ARE 
ONE” that appear on the back of the note, were also used on the 
Continental Dollar Coins. (3,000-up) 

Starting Bid: $1,800 
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Continental Currency February 17, 1776 $1/6 PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 63 Net. 

We have sold only one previous Uncirculated example of this 
note in a third party holder and that was a PCGS 63PPQ which 
realized $4,025 at our 2012 FUN auction. This note, which has 
been Net Graded by PMG for “Stains, Minor Foreign Substance” 
is not the equal of that piece, but is not far behind it. The 
stains are minimal and the foreign substance can not be located 
through the holder. An extremely popular issue particularly at 
this grade level. (2,000-up)

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Continental Currency February 17, 1776 $1/3 PCGS Choice 
About New 55. 

The only grade limiting factor that we can see through the hold- 
er is a light corner fold at the bottom right of the face, which is 
more easily seen in the lower left of the back. The signature and 
serial number are bold red and the Ben Franklin designed devic- 
es on both sides of the note are beautifully printed. The most 
recent 55 from either service that we sold was a PCGS example at 
the 2012 ANA. That piece realized $1,410. (1,500-up)

Uncirculated 50 Net. 

A well margined, well signed and very attractive example of a 
Fractional Continental. PMG has Net graded the note for a stain 
which is at the upper right of the back and extremely minimal. 
The Net grade, to this cataloger, seems unduly harsh. The last 
AU we sold of this number brought $1,410, and the last EF 40 
brought $822. (1,250-up)

Uncirculated 55. 

We have not sold an AU or better example of this half dollar 
Fractional Continental since 2011. The closest comparable piece 
to this was a 15 point lower PCGS 40 which realized $705 at our 
2012 ANA auction. This note has the desirable and popular Ben 
Jacobs signature. The note has been trimmed according to PMG. 
(1,000-up)

Continental Currency February 17, 1776 $3 PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 64 Net. 

PMG has graded this note just a hair under the full Gem level 
and states that it was previously mounted. Nonetheless, it cer- 
tainly has retained its tremendous eye appeal with its bold signa- 
tures, excellent centering of both sides among generous margins, 
and a strongly printed vignette. The vignette is of an eagle fight- 
ing a heron. Surrounded by a Latin motto that Newman trans- 
lates as, “The outcome is in doubt.” The outcome will not be in 
doubt for the winning bidder of this attractive example. (700-up)

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Uncirculated 63 EPQ. 

In our just past October Long Beach auction, we sold another 
PMG 63 without the EPQ for $969. The emblem on this $4 
Continental includes a wild boar charging toward a spear. The 
motto is AUT MORS AUT VITA DECORA (Either death or an 
honorable life). The interesting looking nature print on the back 
is of skeletonized maple fruit. (1,200-up)

Continental Currency Counterfeit Detector and Counterfeit 
Both PCGS Choice New 63. 
The blue detector is a CC-26 February 17, 1776 $4 and the 


Counterfeit is a pen cancelled CC-86 September 26, 1778 $60. 


Both are very nice notes and both graded Choice New 63 by 
PCGS. (Total: 2 notes) (750-up)

Incredible eye appeal highlights this AU which is printed on 
both sides with razor sharp clarity. The signatures and serial 
number are as brightly colored as the day they were applied to 
the note. The emblem on this $4 Continental includes a wild 
boar charging toward a spear. The motto is AUT MORS AUT 
VITA DECORA (Either death or an honorable life). Some AU’s 
have more actual value than the typical scruffy Unc'’...this is one 
of those notes. (600-up)

The red signature on this nicely margined example has faded 
somewhat but the brown signature remains bold. The vignette 
illustrates a storm at sea with the phrase SERENABIT (It will be 
calm).

Three years ago at our FUN auction, we sold an identically 
graded piece for just over $400.

This 
essentially Choice New appearing piece has strong signatures and 
just the lightest wisps of circulation. Counterfeit Continentals 
have shown a tremendous leap in popularity over the last few 
years, a trend that shows no signs of diminishing. (650-up)

We have always found this July 22, 1776 issue to be extremely 
challenging in high grade. This note, although it falls just short 
of Uncirculated, is one of the few high-end pieces we have seen 
for this issue and denomination. The signatures are strong, 
and the sharply printed vignette and Latin motto above it 
makes this genuine note a marvelous comparison piece to the $7

the highest graded example that we have sold nine years into third 
party grading. The only other third party uncirculated $8 July 22, 
1776 note that we have sold was a PCGS 63 that we have handled 
twice, most recently in our 2010 Long Beach auction. (1,500-up)

The 
note is separated from the Choice New grade by a sheet fold 
which is only visible at the left edge of the back and does not 
enter any design element. The note appears fully Choice New 
from the face.

In our 2009 auction of the Midnight Ride Collection a 
Contemporary Counterfeit in a PMG 53 holder brought $546. 

Both forged signatures are dark and 
clear and the note is a deceptive enough counterfeit to easily 
deceive most of today’s collectors and dealers. (750-up)

The emblem is a beaver 
gnawing down a tree. In spite of its AU grade, this pretty note, to 
our eye, is considerably more valuable than many Choice New 
examples.

Our most recent sale of a high grade example was in our 2012

Counterfeit PCGS Apparent Choice About New 58. 

Only a single counterfeit is described in Newman for this 
issue and denomination, and this is the nicest example of that 
counterfeit that we have seen. Unlike our later Federal notes, 
Counterfeit Continentals are perfectly legal to buy, sell and col- 
lect. All are scarce, and most are quite rare. Although this issue 
was extensively counterfeited, for some reason the notes are 
remarkably scarce. This is a great looking example with bright 
forged signatures and all of the tell-tale characteristics that 
Newman mentions. The last Counterfeit example we sold was a 
PCGS 15 Apparent for $305. The reason for the Apparent on this 
note is a minor paper scuff on the back. From the face this hand- 
some note has the appearance of a Choice New. (850-up)

The new edition of Newman has begun to recognize the price 
differentials between the more common and scarcer Continental 
issues. This issue was long known to be scarce, but recent census 
data has shown that these are very nearly as scarce as Yorktown 
notes, and actually scarcer than Yorktown’s at the highest grade 
levels. This $8 note, as a nice About New, is a prize. Extremely 
well margined on both sides with bright clean paper and excel- 
lent print quality. We have never sold a third party graded 
Uncirculated example of this note. At our 2009 FUN auction 
another PCGS 53 realized $1,495. (1,750-up)

PMG has only graded two examples in Uncirculated grades. The 
most recent comparable note to this problem free AU 55 was 
a PMG AU 58 which we sold in our September 2009 Midnight 
Ride Collection auction. That note realized $1,840 nearly five 
years ago. (2,000-up)

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15051 Continental Currency April 11, 1778 Uncut Half Sheet of Eight PCGS Choice About New 55PPQ. 

This sheet has one each of the eight different denominations of April, 11 1778 Yorktown notes. It is the single greatest Continental item that we 
have ever had the opportunity of offering. While this eight note Yorktown sheet has been graded 55PPQ, there is no doubt that many of these 
notes would individually grade Choice Uncirculated or better. PCGS has not released a population report of Colonial and Continentals as of yet, 
but a good indication of the rarity of Yorktown notes in Uncirculated condition can be extrapolated from PMG’s data. For the eight different 
Yorktown denominations, PMG has graded just one Uncirculated example, a $40 in 64 EPQ. In August of 2010, we sold the Patriotic American 
Collection of Continental Currency. That collection was complete and represented over a quarter of a century of dedicated searching and 
upgrading by an individual with the budget to acquire the very best.

The notes 
were housed in books of 100 bills and the book numbers were 
incorporated into the numbering scheme, with the top number 
representing the number assigned to each book of bills and the 
lower number representing the serial number.

Dodge, who 
was born in 1782, moved to Georgetown in 1798. Shortly after 
his arrival, he was mooring his boat on the Potomac when he 
chanced to see an elderly gentleman hurrying to the ferry land- 
ing. He looked up and saw General Washington, who asked 
if the ferry had left. When young Dodge informed him that it 
had, noticing the great disappointment on the General’s face, 
he offered to take him across the river. Washington accepted 
the offer and asked his name when they arrived on the Virginia 
shore. When Dodge identified himself, Washington asked if he 
was any relation to Colonel Robert Dodge, who, as the General 
said, “had served so gallantly with me during the war.” Dodge 
answered that Colonel Dodge was his father, prompting an 
invitation from the General for Francis to visit Mount Vernon. 
In later years Francis built a warehouse to store commodities 
he was trading with the West Indies, became a close associate 
of Thomas Corcoran (whose son was a principal in Corcoran 
& Riggs, later to become the Riggs Bank), and finally opened a 
private bank early in the 1840's, from which this note was issued. 
Dodge and his bank barely survived a run on his bank in 1844- 
45, when he was a U.S. depository, facing both ruin and prison 
if his banking venture failed, but he redeemed all of his notes at 
par and died in 1850 with his reputation intact and his fortune 
preserved.

This bond was an obligation of the United States authorized 
pursuant to the Act of February 11, 1847 to cover soldiers who 
were serving in the Mexican War. Hessler notes that the act pro- 
vided that each “non-com, musician, or private, enlisted in the 
service for not less than twelve months, and who had actually 
served in the War with Mexico,” and was discharged honorably, 
receive a warrant for 160 acres of land or Treasury scrip for $100. 
Those who served for less than 12 months received a warrant 
for 40 acres or $25. Survivors of those who died received this 
award as well. Hessler notes that the small amount of warrants 
issued indicates that most of those eligible preferred the land to 
the warrants. The warrants were issued in the amounts of $25, 
$100, and $1000, with the first issue during the fourth quarter 
of 1847. Only $11,650 of warrants were issued in 1847, with the 
amount rising to $144,275 in 1848 and decreasing to $77,150 in 
1849. Interest was payable at 6% semi-annually, and the warrants 
were redeemable at the pleasure of the government. This par- 
ticular scrip began paying interest from January 8, 1848 and was 
registered on May 9, 1848. Hessler lists all three denominations 
as Rarity-8, which indicates 1-3 known. PCGS Apparent Very 
Fine 30, with a cut cancel, toned paper, and some edge tears.

The Banknote Designer Collection 


It is our privilege to present for the first time to the numismatic fraternity the personal holdings of Jack Ruther, the long-time Chief Banknote Designer for the 
Bureau of Engraving & Printing. Over the course of his career, Mr. Ruther personally supervised the Bureau's design team, and was responsible for the most 
major design changes on U.S. Currency since 1929. Although Mr. Ruther’s currency redesign project was first initiated in the 1980's, the serious work began 
in 1992, when the Treasury Department authorized the redesign of all currency above the $5 note. Final approval of the New Currency Design prepared by 
Mr. Ruther came in 1995, and the new notes, colloquially dubbed the “Big Head” series in honor of the revised portraits, debuted in 1996. With the success- 
ful release of the redesigned Series 1996 $20, $50 and $100 notes, attention then turned to the modification of the $5 and $10 denominations. Mr. Ruther was 
again the designer for these notes, the first of which carried the Series 1999 designation. 


The culmination of Jack Ruther’s thirty year career at the BEP came when he was called to design what became known as the “NexGen” or Next Generation 
Currency, which debuted with the Series 2004 notes. In addition to adding new sophisticated anti-counterfeiting devices, the Series 2004 notes were the first in 
a century of U.S. Currency production that featured a multi-color design on both the front and back. The “NexGen” designs rolled out quite smoothly, in con- 
trast to the production problems besetting the next iteration of the $100 bill, which took years to resolve and are only now being released. 


Mr. Ruther’s holdings are literally one of a kind, as he assembled sets of each design as they were released, with the notes containing the autograph signatures 
of the portrait engravers, the letter/script engravers, the BEP modelers, BEP directors, and, in some cases, selected dignitaries associated with the notes such 
as Secretaries of the Treasury John Snow and Henry Paulson and Treasurer of the United States Anna Escobedo Cabral, as well as his own. All of the notes 
have been certified and graded by PCGS, with each bearing the title “From the Banknote Designer Collection.” Other than some Educational Notes signed by 
designer Thomas Morris and Treasurer of the United States D.N. Morgan we know of no other U.S. Currency courtesy autographed by its designer, let alone 
by the entire design team. Enjoy this remarkable offering, as it unlikely it can or will ever be repeated.

This bond comes from a small group of unredeemable bonds that were locked away in the vault of the First National Bank of Boston in Havana 
and were eventually repatriated back to the States. We told the story of these bonds in a recent Signature Auction where two examples graded 
similarly to the ones offered here this evening sold for between $10,575 and $14,100. Our description read in part, “Issued on December 15, 
1954 to the First National Bank of Boston, this bond and the one that follows have a storied past. Shortly after Fidel Castro’s rise to power in 
Cuba, he started seizing United States held assets on the island. Hundreds of thousands of acres of United States held land that was mainly used 
in the production of sugar cane was nationalized along with many United States owned business holdings. One of the last United States owned 
interests to be nationalized were the banks, including branches owned and operated by the First National Bank of Boston, the First National Bank 
of New York City, and Chase Manhattan Bank. However, the banks had large deposits on hand, with many of them in the form of Treasury Bonds. 
The bonds on deposit in the banks proved to be challenging. The Bureau of Public Debt was ordered to cancel the bonds stored in the bank vaults 
in Cuba and to prevent any unnecessary loss to the American banks. Thereafter, the bonds were reissued in absentia to each institution. A portrait 
of President Grant is at upper left and there is a deep red Treasury Seal as used on United States large size paper money prior to 1929. This bond 
is well centered with full margins and paper originality. A great item that will cost its new owner a fraction of its face value.” The example offered 
here features serial number 4 and is fully margined with deep inks. Some minor pinholes are seen in the upper margin, likely from the time it 
was issued. With few opportunities to own an example of this incredible denomination, we expect a similar realization this evening.

When Demand notes were first printed, the words ‘Register of the Treasury’ and ‘Treasurer of the United States’ 
were printed at the bottom of the note below the signature lines. The Treasury clerks, who were authorized to sign for these officials, added the 
words ‘for the’ after their signatures. After a short while, it was realized that the words ‘for the’ should be added to the plate in front of ‘Register of 
the Treasury’ and ‘Treasurer of the United States’ to save a considerable amount of time and effort on the part of the signers. Only eight examples 
of Fr. 1a are known to exist — none of which are Uncirculated. This note, which lays claim to the Very Fine grade, has been off the market since 
a 1974 Mayflower auction.

From our sale of the Dr. Edward & Joanne Dauer Demand Note Collection in September 2008. We described it there as follows: “This fabled Fr. 
11a is unique not only for its Friedberg number, but also for type. When Demand Notes were first printed, the words ‘Register of the Treasury’ and 
‘Treasurer of the United States’ were printed at the bottom of the note below the signature lines. The Treasury clerks, who were authorized to sign 
for these officials, added the words ‘for the’ after their signatures. After a short while, it was realized that the words ‘for the’ should be added to 
the plate in front of ‘Register of the Treasury’ and ‘Treasurer of the United States’ to save a considerable amount of time and effort on the part of 
the signers. Five and Ten Dollar ‘for the’ notes are extremely rare in the marketplace. There are only ten ‘for the’ $5 notes known—nine of which 
are Fr. 1a. The $10 notes are equally rare with ten pieces known—most of which are Fr. 6a. In $20 Demand notes, the currently offered piece is 
absolutely unique with no other ‘for the’ notes known—not only for this Friedberg number, but for the type. The note has a minor, exceedingly 
well-done restoration of one of the corner tips, and has been graded Choice Fine 15 Net with the comment ‘Professional Restoration.’ To our eye, 
the note has the appearance of a solid problem-free Very Fine.

Thirty-five examples of this Watermelon Hundred are known, with the great majority grading lower than this lovely PCGS 45. PCGS has graded 
this and one other 45 with just one 50 above it. PMG has graded a 63, two AUs, and two 45s leaving this note with only seven others tied or 
above it for this incredibly popular type. The story about United States Treasury Notes begins in the 1870's with monetary policy that greatly 
affected the use of silver in coinage. First, silver was demonetized in the Coinage Law of 1873. This move was motivated by a Congress that 
was largely supportive of the Gold Standard. The timing however could not have been worse as a depression in Europe sank its claws into the 
American economy. Western Senators were hard pressed to take care of their constituency, which was hit hard by falling silver prices in addition 
to the recession. 


Congressman Richard P. Bland and Senator William A. Allison proposed the Bland-Allison Act of 1878. In addition to calling for the Double 
Standard, it also called for between $2 million and $4 million worth of silver to be purchased by the Treasury each month. Both Morgan Dollars 
and Silver Certificates were born of this act as it called for the silver to be placed into circulation. Since the law called for excess silver purchases, 
beyond the needs of the public, the vaults at the Treasury began to fill up with Morgan Dollars. 


By 1889, the surplus was in the hundreds of millions of dollars. President William Harrison mentioned in his annual address that $283,539,521 
worth of silver dollars sat in the vaults, and more than $6 million of it was not represented by Silver Certificates. At this time silver was worth 
around 70 cents per ounce, but special interests pushed even harder. The introduction of the Windom Silver Bullion Purchase Act in the House 
was an attempt to remove all restrictions on the purchase and coining of silver. The act passed on July 14, 1890, called for greatly increased 
limits as well as introducing the issue of Treasury Notes. The increase called for the purchase of up to 4.5 million ounces of silver each month, or 
whatever was available on the market. It also introduced Treasury Notes in form of payment for the purchases in denominations of not less than 
$1 and not more than $1000. 


The Act doubled the amount of silver purchased by the government each month. The technical change to Treasury Notes in the act proved fatal 
for silver. The notes were redeemable in both gold and silver and with silver far below par, the public would be foolish to not choose gold when 
redeeming their notes. James Nelson Huston, the Treasurer at the time, was a steadfast Republican and hardly the fiscal conservative. The law 
allowed him to cease the issuance of $1000 and $500 Silver Certificates in favor of Treasury Notes. A total of 16,000 of each of those two de- 
nominations were printed, hardly enough to back five months worth of silver purchases. 


The favored status of the Treasury notes is evidenced by increased redemption rates. Logically they would have also been favored by those 
hoarding cash, providing for a slightly larger survival rate to date than silver certificates. The smaller print runs though provided for a very limited 
number of survivors. With the $500 denomination unknown, and the $1000 denomination exceeding the seven figure mark whenever sold, 
the $100 denomination is the largest that appears with any regularity at auction. The engraved 100 on the back of the $100 and the 1000 on 
the $1000 note were executed in such a fashion that the design details and green ink resemble the skin of a watermelon. The aesthetic designs 
earned them the nickname “Watermelons,” most commonly referred to as the “Baby Watermelon” for the $100 note and “Grand Watermelon” 
for the $1000 note. 


Out of the 35 survivors of this Friedberg number, a quarter are permanently impounded in institutional collections or are rumored to exist with 
just serial numbers and no recorded sales histories. Our most recent sale of a Watermelon Hundred was last January at the FUN show, when a 
PMG 30 realized $129,250. This PCGS 45 is worlds better and could easily double that realization.

This note was placed privately by Heritage into the 
Greensboro Collection in 2006 along with the unique 1891 $1000 Treasury note which we auctioned last April for $2,585,000. In that transac- 
tion, this note was priced at $2,225,000. This note shares the identical face design with the Open Back we sold last April, the only differences 
in the design are the date, this is Series 1890, that was Series 1891, and the signatures. This note is signed by W.S. Rosecrans and E. H. Nebeker. 
The 1891 $1000 is signed by Tillman and Morgan. The back designs are entirely different. This is the final iteration of the “Grand Watermelon” 
design. The note’s nickname has been derived from the resemblance of the three large zeros on the back to watermelons. The 1890 $100 Treasury 
Note has two of these zeros and has always been referred to as the “Watermelon” note. This $1000 has earned the Grand Watermelon moniker. 
This is the most famous of all US type notes and only three collectors can simultaneously hold this type. There are just two Fr. 379a’s available to 
collectors and it shares the design with the unique in private hands Small Red Seal 379b which is being offered this evening. We sold one of the 
two 379a’s last April for $1,527,500. Tonight's offering is of the “rare” 379b which is the only small seal Grand Watermelon outside of govern- 
ment hands. The 1890 $1000 Treasury note received the number one spot and was entitled “A Legendary Rarity” in the 700 Greatest American 
Currency Notes by Q. David Bowers and David M. Sundman published in 2006. We seldom have the luxury of recent sale records when offering 
incredible rarities.

Coin Note with serial number A1, and additional rarities. When Wade's Collection was presented in a Bebee fixed price list in 1956, this note 
was priced at $90. Aubrey Bebee purchased the note for his personal collection and subsequently donated it to the American Numismatic As- 
sociation where it resides today. While this note is available to the collecting community for as little as the price of airfare to Colorado Springs, 
one cannot take it home. 


4. Fr. 776 Serial Number K1A, PCGS 63PPQ: This note offered here tonight first appeared on Aubrey Bebee’s fixed price list of Jim Wade's col- 
lection at $100.

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Early Issues of the Series 1882 Gold Certificates 


Gene Hessler and Carlson Chambliss have labored for decades 
providing new research and information to the collecting com- 
munity. In their invaluable reference, The Comprehensive Catalog 
of US Paper Money, they separate the 1882 Gold Certificates into 
“Early Issues” and “Later Issues.” The story behind the difference 
between these two groups is fascinating and illustrates why the 
“Early Issues” are tremendously rare. 


Gold Certificates were authorized in 1863 and issued a couple 
years later. Backed and redeemable in gold, they were the pre- 
ferred form of Federal Currency. For every note, there was an al- 
located amount of gold in the Treasury for which the notes could 
be redeemed at any time. The Act of July 12, 1882 authorized a 
new series of Gold Certificates and allowed a total issuance of up 
to $100,000,000, but not to exceed the total gold reserves in the 
Treasury. 


It was ultimately the responsibility of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to maintain the gold reserve and maintain the outstanding amount 
of Gold Certificates which would often exceed the amount al- 
lowed by law. If the total of the Gold Certificates exceeded the 
gold allocated in the Treasury, the secretary would cease produc- 
tion and release of Gold Certificates. 


Starting in 1878 with the passing of the Bland-Allison Act, the 
value of silver began to fall versus gold. The act required a massive 
and ongoing acquisition of silver. At one point, Western miners 
were selling silver to the Treasury for 70 cents on the dollar and 
preferred gold in payment. The gold and gold certificates, once 
in the hands of the public were hoarded. The Treasury Secretary’s 
job was further complicated by trade with Europe. From the late 
1880's into the 1890's a trade deficit with Europe resulted in the 
mass export of the gold that was not being hoarded, challenging 
the $100,000,000 gold reserve requirement. 


In 1890, the Sherman Silver Purchase Act may have been the last 
straw as it required the purchase of even more silver pushing pric- 
es down even further and adding to the demand for gold. Print- 
ing of Gold Certificates was halted a number of times for mainte- 
nance reasons over this time period. In 1892 however, the deficit 
was so great that Gold Certificate production was halted for six 
whole years. Prior to the hiatus, quantities printed were paltry in 
comparison to other issues like Silver Certificates and Legal Ten- 
der notes. Here is a list of total pieces printed and issued for the 
$20 through $1000 denominations prior to the cessation in 1892:

The $20 through $1000 denominations printed and issued after 
1898 totaled nearly more than $1.15 billion, or more than ten 
times the face value of the notes issued prior to 1892. Even when 
hoarded or used in “preferred” transactions, the “early” Gold 
Certificates succumbed to use and the lack of notes printed to 
replace them left few survivors. In 1933, public ownership of gold 
was prohibited as a measure to recover from The Great Depres- 
sion, and with it the ownership of Gold Certificates was outlawed. 
There was a redemption period where the notes could be traded 
in for Federal Reserve notes and when faced with current money, 
or potentially worthless money, the public and banks redeemed 
Gold Certificates in great quantities resulting in even fewer sur- 
vivors. 


Earlier this year, four early issue 1882 Gold Certificates turned up 
in the holdings of a turn of the century banker. Included were a 
Series 1882 $500 Gold Certificate and three Series 1882 $1000 
Gold Certificates printed before the 1892 printing halt. This dis- 
covery pushes the total number of $500’s and $1000’s from this 
time period to around twelve, and this auction is easily the great- 
est single offering of these early 1882 Gold Certificates to date. 
Included below are the highlights offered here this evening, many 
of which are appearing at auction for the first time and most of 
which may not appear on the market again anytime soon.

After an even two dozen years of cataloging spectacular type notes for Currency Auctions of America and now for Heritage Auctions, one 
becomes somewhat jaded to important items. We have sold more different Friedberg numbers than any other auction house and are missing 
only a very few from a complete set. That said, this note, although tied in rarity with several other unique pieces, is the most memorable 
item this cataloger has seen. Prior to the appearance of this piece last Spring along with the three Thousands that follow, only a single 
example of Fr. 1215d was known to exist, and that note is permanently impounded in the collection of the Federal Reserve. When we 
handled the Cookson Collection of Gold Certificates in 1999, we auctioned the $50 Fr. 1191 and the $100 Fr. 1204 with the Large Red 
Spiked Seal. At that time, we all speculated that no collector would ever get to own a $500 Gold with the Large Red Spiked Seal. That note 
was near the top of everyone's “never likely to turn up” list. Here it is. The note is in a comment-free PCGS Very Fine 35 holder. It is broadly 
margined with fully fresh ink colors and not a hint of a defect save for the light traces of circulation commensurate with the assigned grade. 
When this cataloger and another Heritage representative picked up this consignment last Spring, we entered the small town bank’s safe 
deposit area knowing what four notes we were about to see. Knowing what's there and actually seeing it are two very different things. This 
note is transfixing. At the auction viewing of this sale, no individual with a serious interest in type notes should pass up the opportunity to 
personally examine this unbelievable piece. Hopefully it will enter a long term collection to be enjoyed by its new owner, but it certainly 
will return to the auction block sometime down the road. Subsequent appearances will never equal the first for sheer excitement. Since last 
April, when we sold two notes in excess of 2 million dollars each, we all know the value of truly unique pieces. Whether this note reaches 
that plateau this evening, surpasses it, or falls slightly short, is in the hands of the bidders, but it is certainly no less important than either of 
those two unique milestone notes.

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HOW TO COLLECT SPACE EXPLORATION MEMORABILIA 


Heritage Auctions held its first space auction in 2007, and has been 

holding about two events annually since then. The only limit on the 

category seems to be the availability of memorabilia—virtually all of 
which comes from the astronauts themselves. 


“In any auction we'll have anywhere from half a dozen to a dozen 
astronauts consigning directly to us,” says Michael Riley, Chief Cataloger 
and Historian at Heritage. 


The greatest demand comes for pieces that actually were on the moon 
themselves, and collectors pay the highest prices for pieces from early 
missions. When Buzz Aldrin and Neil Armstrong landed on the moon, 
Aldrin had hoped to take the Holy Communion. But under legal pressure 
from atheists, he was advised not to—and instead carried a card with 
Biblical verses written on it, performing a makeshift communion in 

space. When Heritage sold the card in 2007—announcing it as The First 
Religious Sacrament Performed on Another Heavenly Body—it brought 
more than $179,000. A Rolex watch—the only such watch ever to make it 
to the moon's surface in the lunar module—brought $131,000. 


While the top prices generally go to items that reached space, collectors 
also chase memorabilia from the space program and autographs from 
the astronauts. A word of caution: At the height of the space age, when 
autograph requests poured in by the hundreds of thousands, astronauts’ 
often had photos signed by secretaries or autopens—so buying from a 
reputable auction house or dealer is especially important. 


“There's a cottage industry in Europe doing fake Neil Armstrong 
signatures,” Riley says. 


The concern about authenticity and provenance is doubly true for 
memorabilia from the Apollo missions; any flea market dealer with a 
watch or slide rule can claim that it was in space. 


“Provenance is just about everything when it comes to flown material,” 
says Riley. He suggests that collectors only buy pieces that come with a 
letter of authenticity from the astronaut—something that virtually every 
flown object sold by Heritage offers. To view and search past Space

Daniel Nash Morgan, Treasurer of the United States 1893-1897, Personal Archive 16 items 

Every once in a great while, an archive comes together which turns the dry, well known facts into a wonderful insight into a public fig- 
ure’s life, both private and public. Tonight we are pleased to offer one of those opportunities that rarely come along to have such a look 
into the life and times of Daniel Nash Morgan, Treasurer of the United States. Morgan was born in Newtown, CT on August 18, 1844, 
and, as a young man, took over the operation of his father’s mercantile store. By 1869, at the tender age of twenty-five, Morgan moved 
to Bridgeport, CT, where he became a partner in a firm producing dry goods and carpets and also ran a grocery. By 1879, at the age of 
thirty-five, he became president of the City National Bank of Bridgeport. Also active in politics, Morgan served in a number of positions 
including city councilman, member of the Bridgeport Board of Education, and two time mayor of Bridgeport in the early 1880s. 

In 1893, he was named by President Grover Cleveland to serve as Treasurer of the United States, a post he served in 
for four years from June 1, 1893 to June 30, 1897. An unsuccessful run for Governor of Connecticut in 1898 served 
as the closing chapter of his public service career. He met an untimely end at the age of 86 on May 30, 1931, in Bridgeport, dying 
from injuries suffered twelve days earlier when he was struck by a car. 

This archive is a rather eclectic collection of memorabilia connected with Morgan’s life and service. Included are: 

An early ambrotype of Morgan which we estimate was taken some time between perhaps 1864 and 1869. This ambro- 
type is housed in a so-called “improved union case” that was patented by S. Peck & Co. of New Haven, CT on 
October 3, 1854. Both the case and image are in excellent condition. 

Two letters on the City National Bank of Bridgeport, CT, the first dated February 28, 1893, in which Morgan applied for the position 
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of An elaborate white calfskin testimonial book presented to 
Mr. Morgan by the Directors of the City National Bank upon 
the occasion of his resignation and transition to service as 
Treasurer of the United States. The book indicates that Morgan 
was nominated for this position on April 11, 1893, confirmed 
by the United States Senate on April 15, 1893, and had tendered 
his resignation, thus dating the book sometime around late 
May, 1893. The board resolution contained in this presenta- 
tion folder expressed the board’s thanks for Morgan’s faithful 
service. It is prepared entirely in superbly executed calligra- 
phy, much of which is gold leafed. It is the kind of work that is 
truly a lost art. On the final page are signatures of the eight 
bank directors who presented this spectacular piece of 19th 
Century folk art to Mr. Morgan. The book is enclosed in a cus- 
tom presentation box lined with purple silk and both the box 
and the book are emblazoned with the imprint of F.C. Smith of 
Bridgeport, the producer of both items, who labels himself as an 
“Art Engrosser.” This makes an incredible display item. 

A note to President Grover Cleveland, with a copy to Vice 
President Adlai E. Stevenson, congratulating the President on 
commemorating the 100th anniversary of the laying of the 
cornerstone for the U.S. Capitol in 1793 and transmitting serial 
number 100 of the first treasury notes issued with Morgan’s 
signature on them as Treasurer (August 19, 1893) to President 
Cleveland. 

A Treasury of the United States check for $1, made payable 

to himself, written by Morgan in February, 1895. The check, 
which is printed on watermarked paper and features a portrait of 
Samuel Dexter, is in very nice condition and was obviously put 
away almost immediately as a keepsake by Morgan. 
A final group of documents and notes relates to Morgan’s request 
of Treasurer Walter O. Woods in April, 1929. Morgan had sent 
Woods $10 and requested ten of the new small size one dollar 
notes with the lowest serial numbers available. Woods obliged, 
writing on July 11, 1929 (the day after small size notes were 
introduced), that he was supplying ten notes with the lowest seri- 
al numbers available. Included in this group are the following: 

Wood's July 11, 1929 transmittal letter. 

The registered mail documentation related to the ten notes 
sent. 

Seven of the ten notes, which were given courtesy autographs 
by Morgan and dispersed as follows: 

o Serial 4012 - kept as a souvenir by Morgan 

o Serial 4013 - given to Morgan’s wife 

o Serials 4014, 4016, and 4020 - given to none other than Albert

It has been two 
years since we last offered a full sheet and that example brought 
$1035. Many of these sheets have been cut over the 150 interven- 
ing years. This sheet is not graded. It has a center fold which is 
a common characteristic of all known full sheet examples and 
approximate 3.5 and 4.25 inch splits at center. Overall, the sheet 
measures approximately 13 by 16 inches. On April 27, 1862 the 
Confederate blockade runner Bermuda was captured by the USS 
Mercedita and taken to Philadelphia. Her cargo, which included 
a shipment of banknote paper bound for the Confederacy, was 
ordered sold by the Federal Courts. The Treasury Department 
purchased most of the “CSA” watermarked banknote paper and 
used it for a number of purposes, including Fractional Currency 
Specimens of the second and third issues. This is an example of 
a seldom seen full sheet that has eight “CSA” watermarks.

A ransom was paid and the baby was found dead in 
May 1932. Eventually, Bruno Hauptmann would be executed 
for the “Crime of the Century” as it was called at the time.
